Feel free to award both, one or none of the awards, as appropriate. 

Please take the time to fill the attached report indicating winners, and return it in the attached 
SASE, along with a palmares, if possible. This has two purposes: 


- The EFOCC will give the winner of an EFOCC First Award a one year complimentary 
membership. Complimentary memberships are limited to one per person, even if an exhibitor 
receives the EFOCC First Award more than once. 


- We like to keep a record of winners, and recognize them in our journal, The EFO Collector, 
and on our website.
